The Methodist Kpiscopal Church was reorganized in Annual Conference relations 
in Louisiana, December 25th, 1865. by Bishop Thomson. The Conference organized in- 
cluded Louisiana, Mississippi and Texas, and was named the Mississippi Mission Con- 
ference. Three annual sessions of this Conference were held, and in January, 1867, the 
Texas Conference, and in 1S69. the Louisiana aud Mississippi Conferences were organ- 
gauized.

New Orleans, that I extend to you a sincere and hearty welcome 
in our city. 

We appreciate the importance of this great gathering of the 
ministers of the gospel, and we do not underestimate the great 
bearing and ifluence it will have not only upon religious affairs, 
but upon all matters promoting the welfare of our people 
generally. 

The state can have no better assistant in promoting the great 
general welfare of its people than these learned professors of re- 
ligious faith, for it is their desire not only to point out the 
straightest and the surest road for a man's welfare and happiness, 
but, by their teachings, to make a good and steady citzenship, 
which will not only be an honor to the church it represents, but 
an everlasting credit to the state of which it boasts. 

It is also a matter of congratulation to note the progress to- 
wards civilization made by the colored brethern of the south. 

Since emancipation the colored race has striven manfully and 
earnestly — and, I say, most successfully — in elevating themselves* 
in the eyes of the civilized world. They have persisted not only 
in educating themselves, but in seeing to it that their children were 
educated and made to thoroughly understand the great funda- 
mental principle upon which our civil government is founded.

They, more than any other class of people, appreciate and hold 
sacred the magnificent gift of liberty and freedom of speech, and, 
by their earnest devotion to the great duties of American citiz- 
enship, they hav.e won the approval of every fair-thinking and 
right-minded man in the United States. 

The* colored people, as a race, have taken every advantage of 
educational facilities afforded to them, both by the nation and 
the state. No better evidence of this fact can be given than in 
the large attendance of the colored children in the public schools 
of this city and state. 

The Methodist Episcopal conference here assembled, it is true, 
will not discuss matters of civil government, but incidentally in 
discussing the welfare of the church itself, it must, in a measure, 
maintain the great principles which go to assert good citizenship 
and maintain good government. Its teachings will go far to still 
further elevate the character of the man and his progress in this 
life. It will show its congregations throughout the state that 
while teaching the surest and safest way of maintaining integrity, 
it will, at the same tune, draw that nice distinction between right 
and wrong which will go further than anthing else in bringing 
citizenship to that high standard which is the aim and desire of 
every good citizen. 

In the effort, gentlemen, I know you will be successiul, be- 
cause your past points to nothing but to a series of uninterrupt- 
ed successes. 

In your deliberations I wish you the best of results, and I sin- 
cerely hope that your short session will, among other things, be 
long remembered as of a pleasant visit to our hospitable city, the 
gates of which are thrown open to you in good fellowship and 
kindly feelings. 

As mayor of the city I wish you, gentlemen, one and all, a 
pleasant stay and a hearty w r elcome. 

Dr. fiartzell Responds. At the request of the Conference, 
Dr. J. C. Hartzell delivered an address in response to the re- 
marks of his Honor the Mayor. 

Among other things Dr. Hartzell said, We rejoice .in your 
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presence, and thank you for the words of welcome which you 
have uttered, and for the invitation you have extended to the 
members of the Conference to make themselves at home in this 
hospitable city. We are especially pleased with the recognition 
which you have so cordially given to the work of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church among both the white and colored people of 
Louisiana. This Church is everywhere a bond of fraternity 
between fhe races who stand side by side under her banner, 
vieing with each other in adherence to the' best interests of 
their native or adopted state. 

It wil be interesting for you to know that in the city of New 
Orleans, whose Chief Magistrate you are, the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church has a larger number of communicants than, any 
other Protestant denomination. We have in all fully twenty- 
five churches. Of these, among the white people, are one 
English-speaking, three German, and one Italian, and the be- 
ginnings of other important mission centers. The remaiuder 
are among the colored people, several of them large and influ- 
ential in membership. We publish here a Weekly Christian 
Advocate which circulates largely throughout the whole South. 
We have our Old Folks' Home with valuable property, and 
upon St. Charles avenue, the most beautiful in your city, and 
one of the most beautiful in the United States, we have our 
New Orleans University with its magnificent buildings and an 
attendance of nearly six hundred. 

The Methodist Episcopal Church is a conservator of the 
peace, and stands for good government, and everywhere 
throughout the world, is loyal to the national flag which extends 
to her the benefits of protection and peace. I began my work 
in Louisiana in 1870 and during all these years no minister or 
congregation of the Methodist Episcopal Church has been en- 
gaged in agitating or fomenting strife, or been party to any 
political or racial agitation. Ours was the 'first Church to ex- 
tend, through its bishops, to George Washington congratula- 
tions on the foundation of the Infant Republic and to declare 
allegiance and loyalty to the new government. The disting- 
uished bishop now presiding in this Conference, J. N. Fitz- 
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gerald, has just returned from a tour through many foreign 
lands and in all these the ministers and, conferences have been 
loyal to the reigning power in the government where they are 
laboring in the kingdom of our God. 

I know, Sir, that you are glad and rejoice with us ministers 
of peace and Christian unity in our work. This present service 
which you witness is sincere, and as you have in all sincerity 
and cordiality welcomed us to this city, we return to you the 
same sentiments of respect, believing that we shall be better 
and stronger because of your presence in our midst. 

Vote of thanks to the Mayor. On motion of Pierre Landry, 
a unanimous, rising vote of thanks was tendered to his honor 
the Hon. John Fitzpatrick, Mayor of the city of New Orleans, 
for his able address and most cordial welcome.

Report of Committee on Freedmeii's Aid and South- 
ern Education Society and Board 
of Education. 



The Freedman's Aid and Southern Educational Society has 
suffered much from the fiancial stringency of the times but we 
are glad to learn that the schools under its direction throughout 
the South during the past year have been kept open and all the 
officers of the Society and teachers in schools of all grades have 
gladly submitted to large reductions in their salaries in order to 
have the good work go on. 

During the year of 1894-5 the Society has maintained and 
superintended forty five institutions of learning, twenty-three 
among the colored and twenty-two among the white people. 
4845 colored and 3278 white students were enrolled, making a 
total of 8123. 459 teachers have been employed. Of our stu- 
dents 218 have been in the college classes, 1013 in the college 
preparatory, 688 in the normal and the remainder in the special 
and English courses. 219 were preparing for the ministry. Con- 
versions reported during the year, 161. In Medical courses 295. 
A large nnmber of students are in industrial classes. 

The total receipts for the society for the year ending June 30, 
1896, were $284,740,26. Unfortunately there is a decrease in 
Conference collections. This is greatly to be regretted. 



I. 
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The Conference collection amounted to less than one half the 
entire receipts of the Society. The cash receipts from tuition, 
room rent and incidentals alone was $57,275,25. 

No better work is being done anywhere than by this Society 
in its Schools in the Southern States. Hundreds of ministers, 
thousands of teachers, have been sent out to lead their people. 
Over two hundred and fifty colored physicians have been edu- 
cated. The work, up to this date, has been little more than 
foundation laying. Many of our buildings need repairing, and 
in several places new buildings are absolutely essential. 

The schools are well organized as to faculties and courses of 
study. The South is undergoing a marvelous revolution in sen- 
timent. Our schools are commanding greater respect and sup- 
port every year among southern white people, who have not 
heretofore appreciated the the work. No other church or organ- 
ization can do our work. The Methodist Episcopal Church has 
thirty-five annual conferences and five hundred and forty-seven 
thousand communicants on what was slave territory. All the 
educational work of the Methodist Episcopal Church in that 
vast section rests upon this Society with the exception of the 
border states. A work so vast and meaning so much to the 
civilization of America and to the leadership of a lately enslaved 
race now numbering eight million and rapidly increasing among 
us should stir the church to larger benevolence and faith in this 
most important work. 

The approportionment for this Conference is twelve hundred 
and fifty dollars and we hereby instruct the Presiding Elders to 
apportion this to the districts and charges and pledge ourselves 
to hearty co-operation in raising the full amount in each charge. 



II. 

The Board of Education in the Methodist Episcopal Church 
has for its special work the aiding of young men and women in 
securing christian education and preparing them for future use- 
fulness. As pastors we pledge ourselves to observe Children's 
Day and carry out the provisions of the discipline and see to it

III. 

NEW ORLEANS UNIVERSITY.' 

The head of our educational work in the state is New Orleans 
University. While we rejoice in the establishment of Academies 
and High Schools we must not forget to sustain with increasing 
ardor this center of our higher education. The prayers of its 
founders aud supporter are being answered and the blessing of 
heaven crowns it with success. Under the management of its 
Board of Trustees and the Board of Directors; its devoted and 
able president with his associates in the Faculty; the greattst 
efficiency is secured in all departments. 

In the College of Liberal Arts the numbers 'are steadily in- 
creasing while the standard for graduation is yearly being ad- 
vanced. Last commencement, but one, Frank B. Smith, com- 
pleted the course, but he is already in charge of Hartzell Aca- 
demy and is helping to carry forward the great work of educa- 
tion. 

In the Normal Department the success was never greater, as 
to the character of the work done, and this year's class will be 
the largest in the history of the institution. Last commence- 
ment the following students received diplomas from the Normal 
Department, viz: — Laura F. Albert, A. W. Brazier, Perum A. 
Cook, Lucy E. Fisher, Florence L. Meyers, Ruth E. Weathers, 
Thomas White. 

The following completed the College Preparatory and receiv- 
ed certificates, viz: — Edgar L. Hamilton, Oscar A. Holt, Joseph 
B. Randolph, Elvira B. Spears, Carrie B. Turpeau. 
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Medical College. 

The course of study has been lengthened to four years and the 
length of the session extended from five to six months. While 
the number of students may not be so large we gratified to know 
that those who receive degrees will be recognized as among the 
best qualified in the state. We cannot too strongly express our 
appreciation of the great services rendered the Medical College 
by Bishop Mallalieu, its founder and unfailing friend. Our great 
duty is to seek out promising and qualified young men and wo- 
men and crowd its halls to their utmost capacity. 

Industrial Departments. 

Printing, 

The printing departnent contains a large class of young peo- 
ple who . are making diligent use of their opportunities. "The 
Crescent", printed by the students, is commended to your liberal 
patronage. 

Sewing. 

This department which was closed last session is now in suc- 
cessful operation. Miss I. M. Gipson, of the W. H. M. Society 
who is in charge, is thoroughly qualified for and admirably 
adapted to the work of instruction. More than fifty^girls receive 
instruction daily in dress cutting and fitting and all kinds of 
sewing. 

Carpentry . 

The department of wood work is again open under the direc- 
tion of Phillip J. Brown, a graduate of the carpentry department 
of Gilbert Academy. The work is starting well and it is hoped 
our young men will receive helpful training in lines that will be 
profitable to them. 

Music Department. ■ 

Prof. Harry Weber, a graduate of the Department has been 
elected principal and is meeting with marked success. The 
number receiving instruction has necessitated the employment 
of an assistant and Miss Nellie Landry has been elected to this 
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position. 

All the work prospers and the prospects of the University were 
never brighter. 



IV. 

GAMMON THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. 

This institution located at Atlanta, Ga., continues to prosper 
and we are glad to note that there are five young men there from 
New Orleans University. We rejoice in the continued prosper- 
ity of this school and pray for the time when there may be an 
attendance of hundreds of young men preparing for the Chris- 
tian ministry. 



GILBERT ACADEMY AND INDUSTRIAL IN- 

STITUTE. 

Located at Baldwin, La., 104 miles%est of New Orleans, on 
the the Southern Pacific R. R. and the historic Bayou Teche, is 
one of our best preparatory schools, is an excellent feeder to our 
New Orleans University, and is fulfilling its mission in a highly 
satisfactory way. The continued infirm health of our beloved 
brother and long time successful laborer in this field, the Rev. 
W. D. Godman, D. D., has been a serious embarassment to the 
Academy. To have the work successfully carried on in his ab- 
sence, the office of vice-president was created four years ago. Last 
year Rev. A. P. Camphor, A.M., B.D., a graduate of N. O. Uni- 
versity and Gammon Theological Seminary, was elected thereto 
for the year 1895-96. Under this arrangement every heart 
looked forward to a year of great prosperity; but just before the 
time of opening, Prof. Camphor resigned to accept an important 
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pastorate, for which he had expressed a preference, at German- 
town, Pa. To hurriedly fill the gap, in time for the opening 
Oct. i, the Rev. A. E. P. Albert, A. M., D. D., yielded to the 
earnest request of the board of trustees and the managers of the 
Freedmen's Aid and Southern Education Society, to take charge 
of the Academy, in addition to his district work as a presiding 
elder, until the present session of this annual conference. Dr. 
Albert's temporary administration has been so successful and 
given such satisfaction that all the patrons and all exercising 
authority over the school anxiously hope that he will consent 
and give himself wholly to that work. A superior class of stu- 
dents and a much larger attendance has been enrolled thus far 
than were enrolled the whole of last, session; and the 
school gives the best assurance of success under his manage- 
ment, should he consent to stay there. 

All departments are in excellent condition, and we earnestly 
urge our people to send their boys and girls to Gilbert Acad- 
emy. The present faculty, with the exception of Dr. Godman, 
who is not actually engaged in the work, made up entirely of 
colored ladies and gentlemen educated in our schools, and 
thoroughly consecrated to the work in which they are engaged, 
is as follows:

ALEXANDRIA ACADEMY. 

This school labors under the disadvantage of a great lack of 
suitable accommodations in the way of buildings. The church 
which is the only place available is greatly in need of repairs to 
render the students comfortable in cold or rainy weather, yet 
Prof. C. Johnson and his estimable wife have labored faithfully 
and successfully and the attendance increases. The enrollment 
at this date is 139 and will reach 160 by the close of the session. 

The Academy is under the control of the Board of Trustees of 
New Orleans University and the course of study is the same as 
pursued in the University in the lower grades. We are expect- 
ing some of the graduates to attend the University next session 
and feel sure they will be able to compare favorably with stu- 
dents from the other schools who may enter the same classes. 
If buildings could be secured this Academy would at once come 
to the front as one of the best and most prosperous Academies 
in the State. 



VII. 

SCHOOLS AT SHREVEPORT AND DONALD- 

SONVILLE. 

We are glad to note the commendable zeal of our people at 
Shreveport and Donalsonville, in conducting schools of academic 
grade and we trust that the people will still rally to the support 
of these schools; it being understood that they teach only lower 
branches as given in the corresponding years of the New Orleans 
Univerity, and that their influence be used to send students of 
higher grades to that institution. We are pleased to commend 
the devotion of Miss Thomas, at ShiJeveport and Prof. Smith, at 
Donaldsonville, to their work as teachers in these schools. 
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VIII. 

The unification of our school work, is a source of great satis- 
faction to the Methodist Episcopal Church in the Louisiana Con- 
ference. The New Orleans University is the centre of this edu- 
cational system. In this school alone will their be college stu- 
dies pursued. All the other schools being feeders to this central 
school. President Adkinson and the Board of Trustees of the 
University and the administration of the Freedmen's Aid and 
Southern Education Society are in thorough accord. In all the 
schools of the state there were enrolled last year 925 students, 
and as the years go by this system of schools will become more 
and more prosperous in numbers and educational success. 
Praising God for what has already been accomplished we pledge 
ourselves in the most hearty co-operation with our great South- 
ern Educational Society as well as with the faculties of these 
schools to secure increasing success year by year.

Report of the Committee on Orphan's Home Society. 



The last Annual Conference appointed a special committee 
con sisting of L,. O. Adkinson, A. E. P. Albert, Pierre Landry, 
J.F.Marshall, Stephen Duncan, J. C. Hartzell and W.D.Godman, 
to take into consideration the status of the Orphan's Home pro- 
perty and to suggest some plan by which more orphan's could 
be provided for. 

The above committee met in New Orleans, Monday, Jan. 13, 
and carefully considered the matters referred to them, and' res- 
pectfully submit the following: 

The Orphan's Home Society of Louisiana is a child of provi- 
dence. A Home was opened immediately after the war for the 
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education especially of the orphan's of colored soldiers. There 
arose questions as to the character of the instruction to be given, 
whether it should be Protestant or Roman Catholic. This inci- 
dent led M. de Bossiere of Marseilles, France, to make a dona- 
tion of ten thousand dollars provided twenty thousand more be 
raised and invested in lands, and buildings and that the children 
should be educated in the Protestant faith, irrespective of race 
or sex. Through the influence of Dr. J. P. Newman, now Bish- 
op Newman, and others, a donation was secured from the Freed- 
men's Bureau and enough from other sources to meet the con- 
ditions. 

In 1867 a plantation of nearly 15010 acres was bought on Bayou 
Teche and up to 1874 on an average over one hundred orphan's 
were cared for clothed and educated. 

A number of adverse circumstances combined to make it im- 
possible to secure a sufficient income to maintain the Home. 
The political revolution through which the state was passing, 
cut off the annual appropriations from the city of New Orleans 
and the state. The income from the plantation was not as large 
as was anticipated. A terrific storm greatly damaged the pro- 
perty. This with other adverse circumstances made it neces- 
sary to find homes for the orphan's and practically close the in-. 
stitutio.il. An indebtedness of about $13000 had already ac- 
cumulated and to continue the institution was to jeopardize the 
whole valuable property. The Freedmen's Aid and Southern 
Education Society was prevailed upon by Dr. Hartzell to loan 
the Society $5000 and to take as security five hundred acres of 
the plantation. As this Society is a part of the church this 
movement not only relieved the Orphan's Home Society, but 
made it practically certain that the property should be still held 
for the benefit of our people. A small portion of the plantation 
was also disposed of to satisfy the largest creditor. The re- 
mainder of this we paid through years of indefatigable effort on 
the part of Dr. Godman and wife, who raised the money almost 
entirely in the North. The result was that more than a thous- 
and acres of land yet remained, a permanent investment of the 
church for the good of humanity. In addition to paying debts, 
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the orphan's Home which had been greatly injured by a storm, 
was rebuilt and was outfitted for school purposes and a school 
was maintained in which from 200 to 400 students were taught 
year by year. 

In the year 1884 a tri-party agreement was entered into by 
the Orphan's Home Society and the Freedmen's Aid Society 
and Hon. W. Iy. Gilbert of Winsted, Conn., by which the 
Orphan's Home Board deeded to the Society at Cincinnati what 
is now the present campus of Gilbert Academy which covers 
about thirteen acres, on condition that that society should take 
in charge the administration of an institution of learning to be 
known as Gilbert Academy and Mr. Gilbert was to contribute 
$5000 toward the erection of another building. Subsequently 
Mr. Gilbert donated another $5000. These donations, together 
with that Dr. Godmau raised and that the Freedmen's Aid and 
Southern Education Society gave towards the support of the 
school, erected the present commodious buildings including the 
brick academy building, dormitory hall for the girls, dormitory 
hall for the boys, a dining and boarding hall and the industrial 
building, together with many improvements as to fences, 
etc. 

Mr. Gilbert's interest continued to grow and he provided in 
his will an endowment fund of $40,000 to be saved and admin- 
istered by the Freedmen's Aid and Southern Education So- 
ciety for the Academy. 

Another point in the tri-party agreement is that the school 
should educate and care for as many orphans as the income 
from the plantation would maintain. 

All the conditions of this agreement have been carried out. 
Gilbert Academy is one of the best schools of its grade in the 
South. We have all this property of lands and buildings with- 
out a dollar of indebtedness upon it. We have also a large a"nd 
commodious chapel built by money raised by Dr. Godman with 
the aid of a small donation from the church extension so- 
ciety. 

The marvel is that in spite of all the difficulties and revolu- 
tion of race antagonism and financial embarrassment that we 
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have such magnificent property for school and orphan home 
purposes with an endowment of $40,000. From 1870 Dr. Hart- 
zell with unflagging diligence cooperated with those in connec- 
tion with the institution and property to save it from destruc- 
tion and later on, Dr. Godman came to the front and has given 
years of untiring devotion to this great work. 

The practical question now is has the time come for the 
opening of an Orphans' Home in a separate building ? In reply 
to this the committee has to report the offer of Mrs. Dr. God- 
man of a good house and lot located in Baldwin valued at from 
one thousand to twelve hundred dollars on the payment of 
$400. We are glad to learn that the Orphan's Home can take 
this gift and pay this $400 out of rents from lands owned by the 
Society. 

The committee recommend to the Orphan's Home Board that 
as soon as practicable arrangements be made for the receiving 
of orphans, first preference to be given to the orphans of min- 
isters of the Louisiana Conference. 

The committee urges v upon the Board not to incur any in- 
debtedness, but to only proceed in this work as rapidly as the 
money is providentially provided. 

Your committee wish to express its profound gratitude to God 
for all the good that has been accomplished by the Orphans' 
Home Society and also to express its gratification for the de- 
voted and heroic efforts of the brothers and sisters who have 
had responsibility in connection with this work from the be- 
ginning. Quite a number of men and women are now in posi- 
tions of usefulness in church and secular life or who are fathers 
and mothers in christian homes who were cared for and edu- 
cated in the Home and many others in less prominent places 
are men and women of worth and influence in the communities 
where they live.

The following letter was transmitted to Mrs. Dr. and Miss 
Inez Godman, as ordered by the Conference, viz: 

''Mrs. Dr. and Miss Inez Godman; The Louisiana Confer- 
ence is pleased to learn through Dr. Hartzell that Mrs. Dr. W. 
D. Godman has donated the larger part of a good house and lot 
valued at one thousand dollars to our Orphan Home Society. 
This property is located at Baldwin, La., and is given without 
any condition. It may be either occupied, rented or sold. The 
only condition being that it be either used in caring for orphans 
or if sold its proceeds be reinvested for the same purpose. 

The Conference also rejoices to learn of the noble purpose of 
Miss Inez Godman to devote her two-story frame house and the 
lot upon which it stands to the same good work, as soon as her 
plans can be matured. The magnificent private library of her 
father, Rev. W. D. Godman, forms an additional and important 
part of this proposed gift. This library cost originally about 
four thousand dollars, and is estimated by Dr. Godman to be 
worth now twenty-five thousand dollars. 

We rejoice in the continued interests which these sisters in 
the Lord manifest in caring for the poor among our colored 
people and we shall ever pray a continued blessing of God to 
rest upon them and to give them success in all their plans for 
the advancement of His kingdom. 

The Louisiana Conference has learned with profound regret 
that our beloved brother, Rev. W. D. Godman, was unable to 
be present at this session because of enfeebled health, but we 
rejoice to learn that notwithstanding his physical infirmaties 
he is able to prosecute his work of raising, an endowment for 
the Gilbert Academy and Industrial Institute. 

We pray the Lord to bless him physically and prolong his 
life many years to carry forward his benevolent and blessed 
work which has for nearly a generation absorbed his best

Resolved, that we hereby express our continued confidence 
in him as a philanthropist and commend him to all lovers of 
humanity and especially of Christian education among the poor 
and needy of this State. 

We are sincerely thankful for the donation of $800 in prop- 
erty, made by Dr. Godman toward the endowment of Gilbert 
Academy and Industrial Institute. We learn of this donation 
to the Freedmen's Aid and Southern Education Society through 
Dr. Hartzell, and see in this but another evidence of Dr. God- 
mans conscientious and devoted interest to the cause of the 
poor in our midst. 

The property of this Institution consists of nearly a thousand 
acres of land, and a number of commodious and well equipped 
buildings. Its greatest need is now an endowment for its in- 
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dustrial department, which will yield a sufficient income to 
support a superintendent. The facilities are excellent for a de- 
partment in agriculture. The demand for this kind of educa- 
tional work is very great among the colored people, for /whom 
this Institution has been especially founded."

Lafon Old Folks' Home of the M. E. Church. 



Yonr committee respectfully submit that after a careful ex- 
amination into the management and affairs of the Lafon Old 
Folks' Home, they found the management excellent and the af- 
fairs of the Home in splendid shape. The Board of Managers 
planned and fully expected to have been able to present to Bish- 
op FitzGerald and this Conference one of the most beautiful and 
best appointed Home edifices for the aged in this country, for de- 
dication at this session, together with a full and complete history 
and financial statement of the Home from its inception to the 
present, but just as the building was almost completed, it was 
most cruelly aud unfortunately burnt down by the hands of an 
incendiary. The loss however, was fully covered by insurance, 
the builder and his securities are solvent and it is the intention 
of the Board to complete the building and to have the financial 
statement and historical sketch in readiness to be presented to 
the Annual Convention of the Home, which meets during the 
month of April. The thirty-nine lots owned in Camp Parapet 
have been newly fenced in, and are rented to Mrs. Harriet Wash- 
ington, at $60.00 per year, yielding a fair interest upon the cap- 
ital there invested. It is growing more and more valuable. The 
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last grand note resting against the Old Home building on Ram- 
part, worth $4,000 has been lifted, and is free from incumbrances. 
When the new Home is completed it is proposed to renovate 
the old building and rent it out to assist in the support of the 
institution. The new Home will be located upon the triangu- 
lar square bounded by Amelia, Delachaise and S. Robertson 
streets where it was burnt down a few weeks ago. The work 
and mission of the Home commands itself to all the friends of 
Christian humanity, and since the Institution is now a Confer- 
ence Institution it is affectionately urged that all our churches 
throughout the State contribute to its support. The Local 
Board makes the following annual showing, viz:

REV. WILLIAM P. FORREST. 

There passed away from his home, in Carrollton, Saturday, 
June 1 6, 1895, an old landmark among the members of this Con- 
ference, in the person of the Rev. Wm. P. Forrest. His funeral, 
which was one of the largest ever attended in this city, took 
place Sunday, June 17, at Haven M. E. Church, and he was 
laid to rest in the Carrollton Cemetery. Among the ministers 
present were the Revs. W. S. Harris, Stephen Priestly, Charles 
Monroe, Henry Taylor, Samuel Bell, David Young, Thos. Pye, 
Burnett Brown, T. G. Montgomery, L- G. Adkinson, D. D., anr 
A. E. P. Albert, D. D. Nearly all the ministers present eithed 
acted as pallbearers or officiated in the services. 

The great God of our fathers buries his workmen and carries 
on his work by others whom he calls to fill their places. We 
mourn the removal of one of the most heroic of that race of giants 
that composed and organized the Louisiana Annual Conference 
in 1869, when it was separated from the Mississippi Mission 
Conference, of which it was a part, from its organization, De- 
cember 25, 1865, until January, 1869. 

''The Rev. Wm. P. Forrest, was not one of the original eight- 
een that organized the mission in 1865' but was one of the thirty- 
seven that received appointments from the Louisiana Conference 
after its organization, January, 1869. 

"He was admitted into the Louisiana Annual Conference Jan- 
uary 14, 1869. twenty-four years, five months and one day, to 
the day of his glorious translation, he was 'not superannuated 
or located, but high cated' as he used to sa}^ He has gone up 
on high to join his co-laborers that preceeded him out of the 
kingdom of grace into the kingdom of glory.

"It is difficult to realize that Win. P. Forrest is gone, and 
will no more move us and impress his presence and individuality 
upon us. It is difficult to realize that the manly and towering 
Forrest, the great and remarkable preacher, the giant that moved 
the multitude, and that at times swayed our congregations with 
the majesty and sublimity of his eloquence, as a forest lashed by 
a mighty wind, is gone from us forever. He has answered the 
other roll — the roll of the just men made perfect; and we shall 
never see him or his like again till we meet before the throne of 
God. 

"Rev. Wm. P. Forrest was a native of North Carolina, where 
he was born about 75 years ago. He was brought to this city 
when a young man, over fifty years ago, and soon gave his heart 
to God and united with that band of faithful disciples in the old 
Gravier Street Church, out of which old Wesley Chapel sprung-, 
and in which he took part and prominence in his early manhood. 
A year or two before the war he joined the A. M. E. Church 
and became a member of St. James A. M. E. Church, and in 
process of time he was ordained a deacon in that church; but so 
soon as the Mississippi Mission Conference was organized in 
December, 1865, he began to debate in his mind the question of 
his return to his first-love, and January 14, 1869, he was admit- 
ted by Bishop Simpson and recognized as a deaoon in the Louis- 
iana Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, in which 
he was spiritually born, and out of whose ministry, after nearly 
twenty-five years of ceaseless service, he passes from labor to 
reward. He was ordained to elders' .orders by Bishop Levi 
Scott, December, 1879, in a class of six, only two of whom re- 
main, viz: Revs. J. C. Hartzell, D. D., and Abram Hilton. 

"During the years of his ministry Brother Forrest served the 
following appointments: Gretna and Campbell Chapel, 1869-70; 
Union Bethel, 1871; Franklin, 1872-74; Cypremont, 1875; Clin- 
ton Street (now Williams Chapel), 1876-77; Simpson Chapel, 
1878-79; Baton Rouge, 1880; Red River Landing, 1881 ; Clinton, 
1882-83; Pleasant Plains, 1884-85; Fairfield, 1886; St. Charles, 
1887-88; St. Matthew, 1889-90; Thompson, 1881; Camp Parapet; 
1892-93; Haven, 1894-95. From all these places multitudes of

precious souls, whom he called to the knowledge of the truth as 
it is in Jesus, have entered into rest, and his good works therein 
will continue to follow him long after he shall have-begun to 
wear the well-worn crown which the righteous Judge has prom- 
ised him and all that love theappearance of the Son." 

REV. ALEXANDER J. FORD, 

Was born 43 years ago, in St. Mary's parish, La., and con- 
verted about twenty-five years ago under the ministry of Rev. 
Samuel Osborne at Franklin, La. He served the Church as a 
class leader, recording steward, Sunday school superintendent 
and local preacher. He was elected a layman from Franklin to 
the Lay Electoral Conference of the Louisiana Annual Confer- 
ence, held in New Orleans, at Wesley Chapel, Jan. 21, 1880. 
He served on a committee of three with A. Mitchell and A. T. 
Grigsby, and reported the results of its work in the election of 
Graham Bell and W. B. Smith, as delegates to the General Con- 
ference of 1880. He was recommended from Franklin, to the 
traveling connection on trial in 1 881, in a class of fourteen young 
men— Revs. J. W. Lewis, M. J. Dyer, H. C. Armston, H. J. 
Wright, T. McCary, F. T. Chinn, H. James, C. Monroe, G.J. 
Rogers, S. 3. Wright, J. H. Rylander, C. Crockett and E. Har- 
rison, on Jan. 25,1881. His first appointment was to Cheney- 
ville, by Bishop Foss, and served one year. His second appoint- 
ment was to Houma, and served two years. His third appoint- 
ment was to Clinton street, New Orleans, where he served two 
years. His fourth appointment was to Glenco and Island, and 
served two years. His fifth appointment was to Alexandria, 
where he served five years. His sixth appointment was to St. 
James, Shrevep&rt, serving two years, 1893-1894. His last 
work in the Louisiana Annual Conference, held in Monroe, La., 
was as statistical' secretary. He received his last charge by 
Bishop Thomas Bowman, Feb. ir, to Union Chapel, New Or- 
leans. 

His failing health and illness was beyond all medical aid and 
the skill of physicians was not equal to the great destruction of 
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nature. He iaV in the midst of many warm friends. He sleeps 
a blessed sleep. Sleep on, dear brother, until we too shall cross 
the Jordan. 

There is a sunny rest for every troubled breast, 
Though grief may bide and evening guest. 
But joy shall come with early light, 

For God hath worked each sorrowing tear; 
And heaven's long age of bliss shall pay, 
For all his childrens' sufferings here.

Whereas, we recognize 
the great good that the Southwestern Christian Advocate is do- 
ing among our people; and whereas, it is very important that a 
Book Depository be established in the city of New Orleans; 
Therefore, be it Resolved, that the General Confereuce be and 
is hereby memorialized to appropriate an annual subsidy of 
$3,000 and the white paper for the support and maintainance of 
the Southwestern Christian Advocate; Resolved, second, that we 
recommend and ask the General Conference to establish a Book 
Depository in this city. 

Complimentary to Drs. fiartzell and Albert: Resolve 3rd, 
That we have implicit confidence in the Rev. Drs. Hartzell and 
A. E. P. Albert; and that we recommend them to the General 
Conference, as worthy of any honors that it confer upon them. 

Separate Seating. Whereas, the Separate seating, that is to 
say, the seating of some of the lay delegates apart from the min- 
isters in the last General Conference caused great dissatisfaction 
as it caused a spirit of antgonism between the two classes of dele_ 
gates which should not exist. The lay delegates and the ministers 
of the same delegation should sit together that they may consult 
together and conjointly represent the same Annual Conference.
